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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The newly submitted abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains 
legal terms (e.g. comprises) and is written as a claim. Further, quotation marks ("...") 
should be deleted. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

No adequate support found the "supporting protrusion comprises a pointed end." 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what the "pointed end" encompasses. 

Further, it is not clear what "its" encompasses as recited in the claim. The 
examiner suggests using proper language such as "said xxx" in order to overcome claim 
7 rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim 
(2003/0044745) in view of Williams (4,090,299). 

Kim discloses a fixed holding part 20a (fig. 3) which is partly positioned at the 
point between two adjacent teeth; a movable holding part 20b which is partly positioned 
at the point between two adjacent teeth by approaching to and getting away the fixed 
holding part and has a supporting protrusion 30b (fig.4) to support the side of protruding 
gum, wherein the supporting protrusion comprises a pointed end 30b (as clearly seen in 
figure 4); an anchor position setting up part (e.g. 40a) which determines the position at 
which the anchor is installed by being connected to at least one of the fixed holding part 
and the movable holding part; and wherein the distance between the fixed holding part 
and the movable part is adjusted regardless of size of the gum and conforming ([0034]) 
to the size of the gum such that the anchor position setting up part is arranged at the 
side of the gum, Kim fails to disclose a fixed holding part has a penetrated thread hold. 

Williams teaches an orthodontic appliance (figure 9) having two different 
members 54 and 55 that are fixed and adjustable and attached together by a screw 58 
and a nut (fig. 9). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention was made to modify Kim by providing a screw for securing 
two members together as taught by Williams so that an anchor can be precisely aligned 
as desired by a dentist. 

The Examiner has noted an intended use/functional language in the claim (e.g. 
an adjusting screw which supports the side of the gum by being connected to the 
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penetrated thread hole of the fixed holding part and adjusting the distance between the 
fixed holding part and the movable part and wherein the pointed end of the supporting 
protrusion is substantially aligned with the adjusting screw). With regard the statement 
of intended use and other functional statements, they do not impose any structural 
limitations on the claims distinguishable over Kim/Williams which is capable of being 
used as claimed if one so desires to do so. A recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 

Kim further discloses a pair of grips 11a, 11b and an elastic element 13 (fig. 2), 
shaft 12. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Applicant argues about the amended 
language in claim 1 . The arguments are addressed above in the rejection.
